S  many  perfons  have  incurred  penalties  and  forfeitures,  under 


the  different  Ads  of  Parliament  made  againff  frnuggling,  for 
want  of  thole  laws  being  properly  underftood  and  made  known,  and 
many  others  may,  through  ignorance  of  the  Ad  paffed  in  the  laftleffion, 
for  the  more  effedfually  preventing  thofe  pernicious  pradices,  render 
themfelves  liable  to  ftill  greater  penalties,  it  feems  highly  neceffary  that 
the  penal  laws  Ihould  be  fo  explained  and  univerfally  made  known, 
that  the  confequences  refulting  from  a  breach  of  them,  may  become 
evident  to  the  meaneff  capacity ;  for  laws  unknown  to  the  people, 
are  no  laws  at  all;  and  laws  known  only  to  a  few,  and  unknown  to 
the  many,  are  little  better  than  traps  and  fnares  for  the  fport  or 
emolument  of  the  crafty  defigning  few,  wherein  to  catch  the  un¬ 
wary,  uninformed,  and  perhaps,  innocent  individuals,  erring  by

With  this  view  therefore,  and  in  order  to  prevent  as  much  as 
poffible,  the  ill  confequences  that  muff  enfue,  not  only  to  indivi¬ 
duals,  but  to  the  public  at  large,  from  perfons  If  ill  continuing 
ignorant  and  uninformed,  and  as  a  warning  to  thofe  who  know¬ 
ingly  continue  in  the  pradice  of  that  illicit  traffick,  this  abffrad  is 
now  printed;  and  more  efpecially  as  the  information  to  be  gathered 
from  hence,  will,  to  many  reader?,  be  much  greater  than  from  the 
ads  themfelves,  which  being  unavoidably  couched  in  a  repetition  of 
law  terms,  muff  of  courfe  render  them  lefs  intelligible. 

Therefore,  when  all  poffible  care  fliall  have  been  taken  to  fore¬ 
warn  individuals  of  their  danger,  and  to  diffuade  them  from  thofe 
pernicious  pradices  which  muff  unavoidably  lead  them  into  it,  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  law  will  no  longer  be  a  dead  letter  or  ufe- 
lefs  form,  but  that  a  very  powerful  alfociation  may  be  formed,  to 
employ  proper  means  throughout  the  whole  kingdom,  to  watch  the 
motions  of  fmugglers  of  every  denomination,  and  to  inform  againft, 
and  bring  them  to  condign  punifhment. 

The  pradice  of  fmuggling  has  of  late  years,  made  fuch  rapid  and 
gigantic  ffrides  from  the  lea  coafts,  into  the  very  heart  of  the 


country. 
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country,  pervading  every  city,  town  and  village,  as  to  have 
brought  universal  did  refs  upon  the  fair  traders,  from  the  moil  opu¬ 
lent  and  refpeftable,  even  to  the  final  left  fhopkeeper,  and  requires 
the  united  efforts  of  every  horreft  man  to  aim  at  the  fnppreffion 
of  it ;  foreign  dates  having  been  enriched  at  the  expence  of  this  coun¬ 
try,  and  the  deftruclion  of  many  fair  traders,  as  will  evidently 
appear  by  the  following  ftatements  *. 

There  are  at  bcheidam,  in  Holland,  one  hundred  and  twenty -five 
malt  diftillers,  who  make  annually  three  millions  eight  hundred  and 
lixty-feven  thoufand  five  hundred  gallons  of  Geneva,  the  greateft 
part  of  which  is  fmuggled' into  England.  - 

Thefe  diftilleries  conlume  weekly,  three  thoufand  five  hundred  quar¬ 
ters  of  corn,  to  the  great  benefit  of  their  {hipping  and  all  other  traders. 
There  has  been  lately  fet  up,  at  Dunkirk,  a  very  confiderahle  malt- 
dfdillery  for  making  Geneva  for  the  Englilh  fmugglers,  as  they  have 
no  other  means  of  fale  ;  all  corn-fpirits  are  prohibited  to  be  ufed 
n  the  French  dominions  in  favour  of  their  brandies. 

In  Sweden,  there  have  been  newly  fame  considerable  diftilleries 
fixed  to  fupply  the  Scotch  fmugglers,  who  have  a  large  trade 
.with  them  at  Gottenburgh.  The  States  of  Holland,  in  order  to 
prevent  their  lofs  of  fo  beneficial  a  trade  as  the  corn  difiilierv,  pro¬ 
hibited  the  exportation  of  any  utenfils  ufed  in  that  branch. 

There  being  no  duty  on  fpirits,  or  the  malt,  they  can  adord 
their  Geneva  at  one  diilling  and  four-pence  per  gallon  ;  and  our 
fmugglers  fell  it  fo  low  as  to  encourage  great  numbers  of  people  to 
fell  it  by  retail  without  licences,  who  entice  fervants,  and  the  lower 
fort  of  people,  to  drnnkennefs  and  debauchery,  to  the  great  in- 
.■creafe  of  the  poor-xates.  Since  the  high  duties  on  fpirits  in  Eng¬ 
land,  the  demand  for  French  Brandies  has  been  fo  large,  as  to  raife 
.the  prices  double. 

There  are  twelve  {hips,  of  two  hundred  tons  burden  each,  em¬ 
ployed  at  Guernfey,  to  fetch  Rums  from  St.  Croix,  a  Danilh  ifland; 
there  are  alfo  great  quantities  of  rums  fmuggled  from  Dunkirk  and 
Holland;  not  lefs  than  fix  thoufand  puncheons  annually.  If  a 
flop  were  put  to  the  contraband  importation  ot  fpirits,  the  confump- 
tion  of  Weft-India  Rum  would  be  double  the  prefen t  importation  a 
-  the  leaf!:. 

:  The  French  import  annually  five  or  fix  millions  of  pounds  of  Tea, 

the  greateft  part  of  which  is  fmuggled  into  England,  (as  the  French 
conlume  very  little)  befide  which  our  fmugglers  buy  large  quantities  of 
,  Teas  at  the  tales  in  Holland,  Gottenburgh  and  Copenhagen  ;  confe- 
quently  the  fmuggling  of  Teas  mull  be  immenfe;  it  is  therefore 

“-  Upon  a  moderate  calculation,  the  annual  lofs  to  the  public  revenue,  is  up  • 
wards  of  2,300,000b  A  fum  far  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  land  tax  at  the 
prefent  high  rate  of  4s.  in  the  pound. 

N.  B.  Many  articles  are  brought  into  this  kingdom  without  paying  duty,  that 
ate  not  in  the  above-mcntib'fted  eftlmute.

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fubmitted,  whether,  if  the  fmuggling  of  Teas  was  prevented,  it 
would  be  worth  the  French,  Swedes,  Dutch  or  Danes  while-  to  con¬ 
tinue  a  trade  to  China  ? 

There  are  many  thoufands  of  {ilk-weavers,  and  manufacturers  of 
Thread  and  black  and  blond  Silk  Laces,  in  the  counties  of  Bucking¬ 
ham,  Bedford,  Northampton,  Hertford,  Devon,  and  Wilts,  out  ot 
employ,  owing  in  a  great  meafure  to  the  fmuggling  of  Silks,  Calli- 
coes,  and  Laces;  who,  if  allop  was  put  to  the  fmuggling  trade, 
would  foon  again  find  employment. 

The  great  trade  at  Dunkirk  is  moftly  carried  on  by  fmugglers, 
and  finds  employment  for  foreign  {hipping  and  all  trades  depen  - 
dent  thereon*.  In  the  year  I  777,  two  millions  five  hundred  thoufand 
gallons  of  Geneva  were  lfnuggled  from  Dunkirk  alone. 

There  are  many  thoufand  of  failors  employed  in  this  illicit  traffick, 
moft  of  whom  are  victualled  and  cloathed,  and  their  vefiels  repaired 
in  foreign  countries,  who  would  otherwife  become  fifhermen,  and 
ufeful  members  of  the  community,  thereby  greatly  enriching  the  fea 
coafts,  training  up  a  hardy  race  of  failors  and  enabling  the  lea  ports, 
as  heretofore,  to  a  {lift  the  ilate  in  furnifhing  both  {hips  and  men  ; 
but  fo  long  as  that  pernicious  practice  continues,  fo  long  will  the 
parilh  rates  remain  high  and  a  burthen  upon  the  fair  dealer,  and 
the  fea  ports  be  unable  to  afford  any  real  aiiiifance. 

The  fmuggling  cutters,  are  not  only  large,  full  of  men  and  well 
armed,  but  fo  well  conifruCted  for  failing,  that  feldom  one  of 
them  is  captured  in  a  year,  and  thofe  which  are  taken  are  fre¬ 
quently  permitted  to  depart,  with  the  lofs  only  of  a  part  of 
their  cargoes,  as  an  additional  encouragement  for  them  to  continue 
the  fame  trade  ;  this  conduCt  is  productive  of  many  inconveniencies, 
and  particularly  to  the  farmer,  who  in  many  places  near  the  fea,  is 
unable  to  find  hands  to  do  his  work,  whilft  meat  numbers  are  em- 
ployed  in  lemoving  fmuggled  goods  from  one  part  of  the  country  to 
another. 

The  fmugglers  pay  for  the  articles  which  they  buy  either  in  cafe, 
or  by  the  illicit  exportation  of  Englilh  wool,  (no  other  articles  of  any 
confequence  being  carried  abroad  by  them)  an  injury  to  the  fiaple 
commodity  of  this  kingdom  of  fo  ferious  a  nature,  as  to  call  on  the 
united  efforts  of  every  well-wifiier  to  his  country,  to  join  in  the  fup- 
prelfion  of  it. 

The  adulteration  of  Teas,  both  by  and  for  fmugglers,  greatly 
promotes  the  collulive  feizures  and  fales,  fo  juftly  complained  of, 
the  lofs  of  fuch  teas  being  of  little  concern  to  any. 

As  it  is  certain,  upon  a  moderate  calculation,  that  the  revenue  is 
now  defrauded  more  than  twenty-three  hundred  thoufand  pounds 

*  Whoever  hath  vxlired  Dunkirk  in  time  of  peace,  might  have  feen  the  warehoufes 
full  of  Eaft  India  and  China  fmuggled  goods,  and  been  informed  by  what  fhips 
they  came,  that  buiinefs  being  carried  on  publicly. 
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Herling  per  annum,  it  may  fairly  be  concluded  that  fmuggling  is  ar¬ 
rived  to  a  height  unprecedented  in  this  or  (perhaps)  in  any  other 
nation  in  Europe?  Confequently  the  quantity  and  value  of  different 
articles  thus  illicitly  imported  muft  be  immenfe  ;  and,  as  they  are  paid 
for  either  in  fpecie,  or  by  fmuggling  of  wool,  which  is  worfe  ;  this 
traffic  muft  greatly  enrich  the  French,  and  other  nations,  and  gradu¬ 
ally  impoverifti  this  ;  and,  while  the  fair  traders  are  obliged  to  fuf- 
tain  various  taxes  to  fupply  fo  great  a  deficiency  in  the  revenue, 
they  are  deprived  of  their  trade  by  a  banditti,  who  are  become 
a  terror  to  the  king’s  officers,  and  a  pell:  to  the  community; 
feventy  of  them  having  (frequently)  been  feen  affembled  together 
on  horfe-back  at  one  place,  a  fort  of  open  rebellion  highly  incon- 
fiftent  with,  and  greatly  reproachful  to,  civil  government.* — Thou¬ 
sands,  (as  before  hath  been  obferved,)  who  would  otherwife  be 
employed  in  fifhing,  agriculture,  &c.  to  the  emolument  of  this  king¬ 
dom,  are  now  Supported  in  drunkennefs,  rioting,  and  debauchery,  by 
this  iniquitous  traffic  ; - a  traffic  obvioufly  produ&ive  of  fo  nume¬ 

rous  a  train  of  evils,  that  prudence,  common  honefty,  decency,  order, 
and  civil  government,  unitedly  cry  loudly  for  redrefs, 

The  foregoing  are  the  principal  and  mofl  notorious  pra£lices  of 
thefe  illegal  traders  that  can  be  procured  from  the  beft  authority 
from  the  different  fea-ports  and  towns  in  the  kingdom  ;  and 
are  fo  numerous,  and  carried  on  to  fuch  an  extent,  that  they  are  not 
only  highly  detrimental  to  the  trade  and  commerce  of  this  country, 
but  alfo  occafton  a  lofs,  on  Tea  alone,  to  the  revenue,  of  no  lefs 
than  700,0001.  per  ann. 
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The  following  table  will  clearly  (hew  the  great  decreafe  of  the  Eaft- 
India  Company’s  Sales,  from  March  1770  to  September  1778. 
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Account  of  the  Net  Weight,  Average  Prices,  and  Amount,  (with  the  Difcount  of  6 ~  per  Cent. 

deducted,)  of  the  Eaft-India  Company’s  Teas,  in  the  following  Sales  :  Viz. 
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Here  the  intelligent  reader  might  fugged  to  himfelf,  that  the  rapid  decreafe  of  the  Sale  of  Tea,  maybe  occalioned  by  feme  other  caufes  than  thofe  which 
have  been  alledged  ;  viz.  that  the  confumption  may  be  really  leflened,  through  alpirit  of  frugality,  Simulated  by  the  fcarcity  of  money  and  the  diftrefles  of 
the  times  ;  or  from  a  decreafe  of  the  number  of  inhabitants,  or  fome  other  adventitious  caufe. — Quite  contrariwife  !  the  confumption  is  as  great  as  ever, 
and  continually  encreafmg ;  but  in  proportion  as  the  fales  in  Great  Britain  have  decreafed,  the  fales  of  foreign  nations  have  encrealed.  And  what  is 
dill  more  alarming  and  mortifying  to  every  true  lover  of  this  country,  the  rife  of  the  fales  of  our  grand  implacable  enemies  has  been  greater  than  that 
of  all  the  other  European  Nations  together,  as  will  appear  by  a  momentary  infpe&ion  of  the  following :

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Suppofe  only  10  millions  of  the  afore  mentioned  16  millions  of 
pounds  of  tea  imported  by  foreigners,  to  be  confumed  in  Great 
Britain,  Ireland,  and  the  Britifh  Colonies,  fuch  illicit  trade  not  only 
defrauds  the  public  of  an  immenfe  revenue,  but  prevents  the  Englifh 
India  Company  from  employing  conftantly  in  the  China  trade,  28 
fhips,  with  3,300  feamen  more  than  at  prelent.  ;  that  is,  14  fhips 
each  year,  containing  about  120  men  and  officers  each. 

N.  B.  The  Englifh  India  and  China  fhips  are  coniiderably  lefs 
than  thofe  of  foreign  nations,  it  being  deemed  imprudent  to  rifque 
fo  much  property  in  one  velTel.  The  China  Blips  of  the  Englifh  na¬ 
tion,  bring  in  general  from  6  to  700,000  lb.  of  tea  each. 

Can  there  exift  an  honeft  confideratd  perfon  in  Great-Britain,  who, 
upon  perufing  this  clear  Bate  of  the  cafe,  is  not  alarmed  with  the  me¬ 
lancholy  fcene,  and  does  not  wifh,  by  all  pollible  means,  to  fir  ike  at 
the  root  of  an  infamous,  pernicious  traffick,  which  not  only  weakens 
and  injures  the  community  collectively  and  individually  confidered, 
blit  alfo  enriches  and  llrengthens  our  inveterate  and  implacable  ene¬ 
mies  the  French,  who  are  continually  plotting  our  ruin,  and  whofe 
impious  hand  is  now  lifted  in  a  menacing  manner,  and  with  a  pre- 
fumptuous  expectation  of  compleating  our  total  overthrow?  To  effeCfc 
which,  the  banditti  who  carry  on  this  nefarious  commerce,  ferve  as 
fpies  and  intelligence-carriers  to  inftruft  their  fleets  and  armies, 
when ,  where ,  and  how  to  ftrike  the  fatal  blow  !  It  is  high  time  then  t© 
put  a  total  flop  to  the  deftruCtive  practice. 


The  late  Aft  againft  Smuggling  takes  place  after  the  ift  of  Augufl 
1779,  and  enafts  in  Manner  following. 

1  ft.  The  Fines  and  Forfeitures  are  one  half  to  the  King,  and 
the  other  to  the  Infqrmer,  except  only  in  two  inftances,  where 
the  whole  is  to  the  Informer.-— Which  fines,  &c.  being  large,  muff 
render  this  aft  more  effectual  than  any  before  made,  efpecially  as  it 
confirms  former  afts,  (particularly  that  made  in  the  1 9th  of  George  II. 
which  is  very  powerful)  and  makes  fome  very  important  additions; 
and  it  feems  the  fair  traders,  who  have  been  fo  long  and  fo  greatly 
injured,  are  determined  by  fubfcriptions,  afibciations,  &c.  to  carry 
this  aft  into  execution  with  firmnefs,  and  without  refpeft  to  perfons. 

2d.  Fines  and  Forfeitures  are  to  be  filed  for,  andmecovered  in  the 
ufual  methods  of  the  excife  laws ; — and  any  perfon  profecuted  for 
any  thing  done  in  carrying  this  aCl  into  execution,  is  fully  defended 
by  this  aft,  if  he  proceeds  agreeably  thereto  ;  and  may  obtain  treble 
coils,  by  the  fame  methods  coils  are  obtained  in  other  cafes  by  law. 

3d.  All  expences  attending  the  profecution  of  any  who  a're  com¬ 
mitted  to  prifon  upon  this  aft,  are  to  be  paid  by  the  Receiver  Gene¬ 
ral  of  the  cuiloms  of  excife,  out  of  the  revenue,  (which  is  a  mate¬ 
rial  point)  and  the  officer  bound  in  the  fum  of  40I.  to  appear  oa 
trial,  to  profecute,  &c. 


4th. 
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4*1*.  Foreign  Spirituous  Liquors  found  in  any  fliip  or  veffel,  being 
in  cafks  which  do  not  contain  fixty  gallons  at  leaft,  (except  two  gal¬ 
lons  per  man  then  belonging  to  the  fhip)  fuch  fhip,  with  her  guns, 
furniture,  ammunition,  tackle  and  apparel,  is  forfeited,  of  what¬ 
ever  burthen  the  fame  may  be. 

5th.  If  Tea,  Coffee,  Foreign  Spirits,  or  any  goods  whatfoever, 
liable  to  forfeiture,  be  found  on  board  any  fhip  coming  from  any 
port  in  Europe;  or  hovering  within  the  limits  of  any  port  in  this 
kingdom;— or  within  two  leagues  of  the  coall;  or  difcovered  to  have 
been  within  the  limits  of  any  port,  contrary  to  any  a<5tnow  in  force, 
fuch  fliip,  with  her  guns,  furniture,  ammunition,  &c.  is  forfeited 
if  {he  doth  not  exceed  200  tons. — (By  former  ads  it  was  100  tons 
only). 

6th.  The  ad  made  the  8th  of  Geo.  I.  refpeding  boats,  is  by  this 
extended  to  every  part  of  the  kingdom,  as  to  all  boats  made  to  row 
with  more  than  Jix  oars ,  (it  feems  there  are  now  thofe  of  thirty  and 
fifty)  except  the  licenfed  tow  boats  for  the  Briftol  channel,  and 
thofe  for  the  royal  family,  &c.  all  other  boats,  built  to  row  with 
more  than  fix  oars,  whether  found  upon  land  or  water,  are  for¬ 
feited,  and  the  owner,  or  perfon  ufing,  or  rowing  the  fame,  alio 
forfeits  40 1. 

7th.  Such  fliips,  boats,  &c.  which  by  former  ads  were  direded 
to  be  burnt,  are  by  this  to  be  broken  up,  the  materials  fold  to  the 
befl:  advantage,  and  divided  as  other  forfeitures  are. 

8th.  If  on  board  any  fliip  or  veffel  from  foreign  parts  (except  thofe 
belonging  to  the  Eaft  India  Company)  within  the  limits  of  any  port 
in  this  kingdom,  there  fliall  be  found  more  than  ioolb.  of  Tea, 
or  more  than  100  gallons  of  foreign  fpirits,  being  in  calks  under 
60  gallons,  (except  two  gallons  for  every  feaman  then  belonging  to, 
and  on  board  the  fliip)  the  mailer,  or  other  perfon  having  the  charge 
of  fuch  fhip,  is  to  forfeit  300I.  and  to  be  arrefted  and  imprifoned, 
till  he  enters  into  a  recognizance,  in  300I.  to  appear  to  any  infor¬ 
mation  which  may  be  exhibited  againfl  him 

*  It  is  now,  more  than  ever,  the  incumbent  duty  of  the  matter  or  other  perfon 
having  the  charge  or  command  of  any  fliip  or  veffel,  to  order  and  take  fpecial  care 
that  none  of  his  teamen  or  paffengers  bring  on  board  or  introduce  into  the  fhip  or 
veffel,  any  Tea  or  Spirituous  Liquors,  contrary  to  the  new  adt  againtt  fmuggling; 
for  in  fuch  cafe  the  fliip  or  veffel  becomes  forfeited,  let  the  quantity  of  Tea  or  Spi¬ 
rituous  Liquors  be  what  it  may;  and  if  the  quantity  of  Tea  fhould  exceed  ioolb. 
or  that  of  Spirituous  Liquors  one  hundred  gallons,  not  only  the  fliip  or  veffel  is 
loft,  but  the  matter  or  other  perfon  having  the  charge  or  command  thereof,  alfo 
forfeits  300  1.  and  is  to  be  arretted  and  conveyed  before  a  Juftice  of  the  Peace,  and 
obliged  to  enter  into  a  recognizance  to  the  King  in  the  like  fum  of  300 1.  with  con¬ 
dition  to  enter  an  appearance  in  the  Court  of  Exchequer  to  any  information  which 

may  be  exhibited  againtt  him. - This  ought  not  to  be  looked  upon  by  the  matter 

or  other  perfon  having  the  charge  or  command  of  a  fliip  or  veffel,  or  by  the  ownei 
thereof,  as  an  unjuft,  or  even  a  hard  law,  on  pretence  that  a  fliip  or  veffel  may  be 
fubjeefted  to  forfeiture  without  the  fault  of  the  matter  or  owner  thereof,  that  is,  by 
the  mifeondudt  of  the  feamen  only  ;  for  it  fhould  be  obferyed,  that  at  mqtt  it  a- 

ir.ounts 
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Remarl. — By  this  act  the  officer,  &c.  is  im powered  to  Bop,  and 
arreft  the  perfon,  as  well  as  property  of  the  fmuggler,  where 
there  is  the  leaB  refinance,  &c.  Or,  where  after  the  fame  (hall 
have  been  feized,  fuch  perfon  ffiall  cut,  deilroy,  or  damage  any 
cafks,  or  packages  containing  fuch  property. 

gth.  All  perfons  who  are  found  affixing  in  unfhipplng  any  tea* 
fpirits,  or  other  lmuggled  goods ;  or  aiding  and  affilting  the  fmugg- 

mounts  to  no  more  than  this— -that  the  mailer  is  made  anfwcrable  for  the  aCt  of  his 
fervant,  which  in  many  cafes  is  part  of  the  law  of  the  land  :  and  particularly  with 
regard  to  the  maftet  or  other  perion  having  the  charge  or  command  of  a  fliip  or 
velfel,  it  is  to  he  obferved,  that  he  cannot  well  find  any  juil  pretence  for  complaint, 
becaufe  it  is  almoft  impoffible  that  the  ihip  or  vefiel  ffiould  become  forfeited,  or  he 
liimfdf  liable  to  the  penalties  inflicted  by  the  aCt,  unlefs  he  be  actually  privy  to 
the  offence,  or  at  leaft  - wilfully  negligent  in  his  duty  to  prevent  it  :  and  with  refpeCt 
to  the  matter’s  not  being  either  foie  or  part  owner  of  the  vefiel,  it  is  further  to  be 
obferved,  by  way  of  obviating  the  objection  that  the  law  is  either  hard  or  unjuft, 
that  as  the  vefiel  cannot  become  forfeited  without  the  wilful  default  or  negleCt  of 
fuch  matter,  if  it  were  to  be  fo  loft,  it  would  be  like  the  common  cafe  of  a  mailer’s 
lofing  a  vefiel  through  mifconduCt,  and  he  would,  as  in  that  cafe,  be  liable  to  an- 
fiwer  for  the  iqfs  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  vefiel;  which  ffiould  be  a  further 
inducement  to  the  matter  to  watch  flriCtly  over  the  conduCt  of  his  men,  and  this 
he  may  eafily  do,  either  by  himfelf,  or  if  that  ffiould  happen  to  be  impoffible,  by 
fome  proper  fubftitute,  which  can  in  no  cafe  be  a  greater  inconvenience  than 
tradefmen  themfelves  are  obliged  to  fubmit  to  in  their  abfence  from  their  ware- 

houfes,  ffiops,  Sec. - And  perhaps  a  flronger  reafon  than  any  other  that  can  be 

given  why  a  mallet*  of  a  vefiel  ffiould  be  duly  cautious  not  only  not  to  offend  him¬ 
felf,  but  alfo  to  fee  that  none  of  his  fervants  offend,  is,  the  danger  he  is  in  of  lofing 
his  veil'd  from  his  negleCt  in  this  refpeCt;  for  if  any  Tea,  or  Spirituous  Liquors, 
ffiould  be  on  board  the  vefiel,  contrary  to  the  above  aCt,  it  is  hardly  poffible  that  it 
ffiould  ef'eape  difeovery  and  legal  detection,  the  rewards  held  out  by  the  aCt  being 
great  enough  to  induce  fome  of  the  failors  to  give  information  of  the  offence, 
whereby  they  (or  a  ay  one  of  them  giving  fuch  information)  would  become  entitled 
to  a  moiety  of  the  value  of  the  ffiip,  with  its  guns,  furniture,  ammunition,  tackle 
and  apparel,  and  of  the  Tea  or  Liquors  illicitly  on  hoard  the  fame ;  and  in  cafe  of 
the  mailer’s  forfeiting  300 1.  as  abovefaid,  to  a  moiety  of  that  lum  alfo.  And  it 
fieems  to  be  the  intent  of  the  feveral  afl'oeiations  formed  againfl  Snuggling,  in  order 
to  prevent  the  illicit  .practice  as  much  as  poffible,  to  difperfe  hand-bills  in  all  the 
fea-ports,  that  the  failors  cabin-boys,  and  others,  may  be  informed  how  much  it  is 
become  their  interefl  to  make  difeoveries  of  offences  againfl  the  above  aCt,  and 
that  they  ffiall  be  legally  allifted  by  the  afl'oeiations  in  obtaining  the  rewards  they 
may  become  entitled  to  by  making  fuch  difeoveries  ;  which  afiociations  man  if  eft 
great  public  fpirit,  and  ought  to  meet  with  that  countenance  and  approbation 
which  other  afl'oeiations  of  the  fame  kind  (for  inflanee,  thofe  againfl  horfe-flealing 
and  fowl-ftealing  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  and  that  in  London  againfl  fwindlerS) 
have  experienced  :  and  as  the  principal  view  of  the  afl'oeiations  againfl  fmugglingy 
is  the  promulgating  of  the  laws,  that  they  may  be  duly  feared,  in  order  to  the  pre¬ 
vention  of  offences,  which  is  a  far  more  delirable  object  than  the  puniffiing  of  the 
offenders,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will  find  that  univerfal  encouragement  and 
iupport,  which  they  feem  to  merit  from  all  real  patriots  and  lovers  of  this  coun¬ 
try  ;  for  unlefs  the  national  evil  of  fmuggling,  already  arrived  to  an  alarming 
heighth,  be  fupprefi'ed,  if  poffible,  or  at  leaf!  greatly  checked  in  its  rapid  progrefs, 
it  may,  in  the  end,  by  draining  this  kingdom  of  its  wealth  in  fpecie,  and  thereby 
enriching  our  enemies  and  impoverifhing  ourfelves,  and  by  being  productive  of  a 
long  train  of  other  evils,  both  public  and  private,  effectually  deflroy  the  well¬ 
being  of  this  country. 
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ler,  are  to  be  arrefted,  committed  to  prifon  by  a  jufiice,  tried  at 
the  quarter  i'effions,  and  adjudged  to  ierve  as  foldiers,  or  bailors, 
for  five  years  :  the  ftriffeft  directions  are  given,  and  provifions  made, 
Ihat  the  actual  fervice  of  five  years  fhould,  by  no  means  ^whatever, 
be  evaded  ;  and  it  any  officer  in  the  marine,  or  land  fervice,  fhould 
prefume  to  difeharge  any  i'uch  perfon,  for  any  gratuity,  or  by  any 
evafive  means  whatever,  fuch  officer  is  to  forfeit  his  commiffion, 
ike.  Two  or  more  perfons  travelling  together,  armed  or  in  difguffe, 
with  any  honfe  or  carriage,  laden  with  more  than  6  lb.  of  tea,  or 
5  gallons  of  foreign  fpirits  without  a  permit,  may  be  arrefted  by  any 
officer  of  cuftoms  or  excife,  and  carried  before  a  jufiice,  who  may 
commit  them. 

i Oth.  Any  perfon  thus  arrefted^  being  a  female,  or  otherwife  not 
fit  to  ferve  as  a  foldier,  or  failor,  is  to  be  committed  to  hard  labour 
in  a  houfe  of  correction,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  three  years,  nor 
lefs  than  one. 

I  r th.  Any  conftable,  headborough,  tyrbingman,  pariffi  or  town, 
officer,  for  every  wilful  negleCt,  or  default  in  the  execution  of  any 
warrant,  order,  or  precept,  to  him  given,  or  directed,  in  purfuance 
of  this  aCh,is  to  be  fined  by  the  jiiftices  iol.  who  are  to  caufe  every 
fuch  fine  to  be  levied  by  diftrefs  and  fale  of  the  offender’s  goods. 

Remark . — The  whole  of  this  fine  is  to  tile  informer,  as  is  that  alfb 
which  is  laid  upon  the  keeper  of  any  gaol  or  houfe  of  correc¬ 
tion,  who  Iliad  fuffer  any  perfon  to  efcape.  By  the  aCt  of  the 
<pth  of  Geo.  II.  C.  35,  f.  24.  whoever  offers  a  bribe  to  an  officer 
of  the  cufioms  or  excife,  forfeits  50I.  and  in  fome  cafes  300L 
(nth  Geo.  I.  c.  30.  f.  40.) 

1 2th.  The  words  Dealer  in  Coffee,  Tea,  Cocoa-Nuts,  or 
Chocolate  (as  the  cafe  may  be)  are,  after  the  firft  day  of  Auguff, 
1779,  to  be  painted  in  large  legible  characters  over  the  door  of  each 
and  every  fhop4  or  other  place,  made  ufe  of  for  keeping  thofe  arti¬ 
cles,  upon  forfeiture  of  200I. 

13th.  In  like  manner,  44  The  words  Importer  of,  or  Dealer  in 
44  foreign  spirituous  Liquors,  are  to  be  painted  over  the  outer 
<e  door,  or  in  the  front,  or  on  fome  confpicuous  part  of  each  and 
44  every  houfe,  (hop,  warehoufe,  fforehoufe,  cellar,  vault,  and 

other  places,  by  him,  her,  or  them  refpeCtively  made  ufe  of  for 
**  the  keeping  of  foreign  fpirituous  liquors;  upon  pain  of  forfeiting 
4 4  for  every  fuch  Ihop,  warehoufe,  fiorehoufe,  cellar,  vault,  or 

other  place,  which  Iliad  be  made  ufe  of  by  an  importer,  feller, 

44  or  dealer  refpedively,  without  having  the  faid  words  painted  or 
44  written,  as  is  hereby  directed,  the  fum  of  50I.” 

14th.  Any  dealer  in  tea,  coffee,  cocoa-nuts,  or  chocolate,  who 
ill  all  buy,  or  procure,  or  employ  any  perfon  to  buy  tor  him  or  her, 
or  for  his  or  her  ufe,  any  of  the  above  articles,  of  aoy  other  than  a 

G  dealer 
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dealer  in  'fuch  commodities,  over  the  door  of  wliofe  houfe  the  words 
as  above  directed  are  painted,  See.  (except  of  the  Eaff  India  Com¬ 
pany,  the  commiffioners  of  excife,  See.)  is  to  forfeit  i<  ol«  over  and 
above  all  former  penalties,  for  every  Inch  offence. 

15th.  In  like  manner,  any  dealer  in  foreign  fpirittious  liquors, 
who  fhall  buy,  or  procure,  or  employ  any  perfon  to  buy,  for  him  or 
her,  or  for  his  or  her  life,  any  foreign  fpirituons  liquors,  of  any 
other  than  of  an  importer,  or  dealer,  over  the  door  of  whole  drop, 
warehouse,  Sc c.  the  words  are  painted  as  directed,  (except  whilft 
the  lame  remain  on  board  the  {hips  in  which  faid  liquors  were  law¬ 
fully  imported,  prize  liquors,  &c.)  is  to  forfeit  iool.  for  every  fuch 
offence,  over  and  above  all  former  penalties. 

1 6th .  All  perfons  who,  after  the  firff  day  of  Augnft  1779,  fhall 
paint  over  their  doors  as  above,  and  not  have  their  houjes  duly  en¬ 
tered  at  the  proper  office  for  the  felling  of  tea,  coffee,  chocolate, 
cocoa-nuts,  and  foreign  fpirituons  liquors,  fhall  forfeit  50b  and  fhall 
alio  be  fubjefit  to  the  penalties  and  forfeitures  to  which  perfons 
felling  of,  or  dealing  in,  thofe  articles,  without  entry,  are  now 
iubjed. 

Remark. — All  fpirits  in  unentered  houfes  are  forfeited,  with  their 
package,  and  40s.  per  gallon,  nth  Geo.  I.  c.  30.  f.  3;  and 
unentered  dealers  in  tea,  coffee,  See.  are  now  fubjefft  to  a  pe¬ 
nalty  of  200I.  and  all  the  goods  with  the  package  forfeited, 
(roth  Geo.  I.  c.  10.  f.  io.)  And  (by  the  fame  a<ff)  upon  an 
oath  of  fufpicion,  one  juftice  may  impower  an  officer,  by  day, 
(or  by  night,  in  the  prefence  of  a  conffable)  to  fearch  any 
perfon’s  houfe,  for  concealed  tea,  coffee,  fpirits,  See. — obftruc- 
ting  an  officer  therein  iool.  penalty. 

Remark. — -Any  feller,  wilfully  making  a  falfe  entry  in  his,  or  her 
tea  books,  forfeits  iool.  and  by  the  a  iff  of  the  nth  of  Geo.  1. 
c.  30.  f.  12.  on  complaint  of  an  officer,  upon  oath,  a  juffice 
may  fummon  fufpe&ed  perfons  to  produce  their  books — refilling 
to  attend,  and  to  be  examined  on  oath,  touching  the  entries 
made  therein,  incurs  a  forfeiture  of  20I. 

When  houfekeepers,  and  other  confumers  of  tea,  coffee,  &c.  are 
fully  informed  that  thofe  articles  cannot  be  carried  from  houfe 
to  houfe,  in  bags,  balkets,  &rc.  nor  fold  by  hawkers  and 
pedlars,  by  virtue  of  their  licence,  as  other  goods  are;  fuch 
buyers  muff  know,  or  believe,  when  they  are  fo  fold,  that  they 
are  either  fmuggled,  or  pretended  to  be  fo,  (under  the  pre¬ 
tence  of  which  many  have  been  greatly  impofed  upon)  confe- 
quently  fuch  buyers,  as- well  as  the  buyers  of  goods  knowing  or 
believing  them  to  be  ffolen,  ought  to  be  punilhed  ;  this  a 61 
therefore  properly  enjoins,  that,

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17th.  If  any  perfon  whatfoever,  not  being  fuch  importer,  or 
dealer,  as  aforefaid,  (hall  buy,  or  procure,  or  employ  any  other  to 
buy  for  him,  or  her,  any  tea,  coffee,  cocoa-nuts,  chocolate,  or 
foreign  fpirituous  liquors,  (except  as  above)  of  any  other  perfon 
than  of  fuch,  over  whofe  doors  fuch  words  are  painted  as  aforefaid, 
Inch  perfon  {hall  for  every  fuch  offence,  forfeit  iol. 

1 3th.  If  any  perfon  who  {lull  have  fold  any  tea,  coffee,  fpirituous 
liquors,  &c.  to  any  dealer  therein,  or  to  any  other,  and  fhall,  within 
twenty  days  after  fuch  fale,  and  before  any  information  has  been 
lodged  again  ft  him,  difcover  the  buyer,  or  who  procured  any  other 
to  buy  for  him,  fuch  tea,  fpirits,  &c.  fuch  difcoverer  is  difphar^ed 
and  indemnified  from  all  penalties  he  might  gt  that  time  be  liable 
to  for  his  own  offences,  and  by  becoming  informer  againft  the  buyer, 
entitles  himfelf  to  one  half  of  the  penalty  which  the  buyer  forfeits  ; 
and  by  the  11th  of  Geo.  I.  c.  30.  the  buyer  may  likewife  inform 
againft  the  feller,  and  thereby  alfo  be  acquitted  of  his  offences,  and 
be  entitled  to  a  very  confiderable  reward. 

Remark. — Hence  both  buyer  and  feller  are  always  at  the  mercy 
of,  and  in  danger  from  each  other.  The  {'muggier,  by  becom¬ 
ing  informer,  may  now  not  only  be  acquitted  from  his  own 
offences,  but  obtain  one  half  of  the  various  rewards  ;  fay,  the 
half  of  100 1.  from  every  dealer,  and  of  the  like  furn  for  every 
offence  in  every  dealer,  over  and  above  his  Ilia  re  of  the  for¬ 
feitures  of  fuch  dealers  by  virtue  of  former  Afts  ;  and  the  half 
of  1  oh  from  every  other  perfon,  and  the  like  fum  for  each 
offence  in  every  other  perfon,  to  whom,  in  the  courfe  of 
twenty  days,  the  difeovered  may  have  fold  Tea,  Coffee, 
Geneva,  &c.  by  means  of  which  forfeitures  he  might  quit, 
or  retire  from,  his  dangerous  employment,  with  a  luffic.iency 
to  live  upon.  And  this  employ  will  now  indeed  become 
doubly  hazardous,  from  the  Aft  made  in  the  29th  year  of 
George  the  Second  being  by  this  Act  of  Parliament  revived 
and  fully  re-enafted  in  the  following  words : 

Ci  Whereas  doubts  have  arifen,  whether  the  methods  and  or- 
44  ders  in  the  faid  Aft,  direfted  and  prefcribeci  relative  to  the 
4;  apprehending  and  harbouring  the  offenders  therein  mention- 
44  ed,  or  for  caufing  fuch  offenders  to  furrender,  are,  or  were, 

44  re-enafted  and  continued. - Now  to  put  an  end  to  fuch 

“  doubts,  be  it  enafted  and  declared,  by  the  authority  afore- 
44  faid,  that  all  and  every  the  methods,  orders,  directions,  rules, 

14  proclamations,  penalties,  punifhments,  rewards,  matters  and 
44  things,  provided,  ordered,  fettled,  direfted,  impofed,  given 
44  and  required  by  the  faid  aft  of  the  nineteenth  year  of  the 
44  reign  of  his  faid  late  Majefty,  relative  to  the  furrender,  pro- 
44  claiming,  apprehending,  harbouring  and  punifhing  inch 
“  offenders  was,  were,  and  are  continued  and  re-enafted  ; — and 
*4  the  fame  may  be  lawfully  exercifed,  praftifed,  applied,  ufed  and 

C  2  “  impofed, 
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impofcd,  in  regard  to  all  and  every  perfon  afid  perfons  that 
44  offend,  or  fhall  in  future  offend,  againft  the  faid  ad  of  the 
44  nineteenth  year  of  his  faid  late  Majefty.”  A£I  of  19th 
Geo.  II.  for  punifhm ent  of  offenders  againft  the  laws  of  cnftoms 
and  excife,  re-enadted. 

It  is  therefore  neceffhry  the  contents  of  faid  ad  fhould  be 
known,  which,  among  other  things,  enads,  that  if  any  perfons, 
(after  the  24th  day  of  July,  1746)  to  the  number  of  three  or 
more,  armed,  fhall  affift  in  the  illegal  importing,  or  running  of 
goods ; — or  in  taking  away  the  fame,  after  their  being  ieized  by 
any  officer  ; — or  in  refcuing  any  perfon  who  fhall  be  apprehended 
for  any  offence  made  felony  by  this,  or  any  other  ad,  relating 
to  the  revenue  of  cuftoms  or  excife; — or  in  preventing  the 
apprehending  of  any  perfon  guilty  of  any  fuch  offence;  or  if 
any  perfon  fhall  have  his  face  blacked,  or  wear  any  vizard, 
mafk,  or  other  difguife,  when  psffing  with  fuch  goods  ; — or  fhall 
forcibly  hinder,  affault,  or  refill,  any  officer  of  the  cuffoms  or 
excife,  in  the  dijfcharge  of  his  duty;  or  if  any  perfon  fhall  ffioot 
St,  maim,  or  dangeroully  wound  any  fuch  officer,  the  perfon  or 
perfons  being  lawfully  convided  of  any  of  the  offences  afore¬ 
mentioned,  fhall  fuffer  death. — Perfons  charged  with  any  of 
thefe  offences  before  a  j  uft  ice,  faidjuftice  is  to  give  information 
thereof  to  a  fecretary  of  ftate,  who  is  to  lay  it  before  the  King, 
whereupon  it  is  lawful  for  his  Majefty  to  make  his  order  in 
council,  commanding  fuch  offenders  to  furrender  themfelves 
wdthin  the  fpace  of  forty  days — for  not  furrendering  to  be 
judged,  deemed  and  taken,  to  be  convided  of  felony  without 
benefit  of  clergy  :  And  thofe  who  harbour,  receive,  conceal, 
abet,  or  fuecour  any  fuch  outlawed  perfon,  are  to  be  tranfported 
for  feven  years  ;  and  whoever  difcovers  him,  to  receive  jjool. 
reward  ; — any  offender  againft  whom  no  order  of  council  fhall 
have  been  made  difcovering  fuch  a  perfon,  to  be  acquitted  him- 
felf,  and  receive  the  reward  ; — any  who  fhall  lofe  a  limb,  or  an 
eye,  or  be  otherwife  griveoufly  wounded,  by  endeavouring  to  ap¬ 
prehend  fuch  offenders,  is  to  have  50I.  over  and  above  other  re¬ 
wards  ;  and  to  the  executors  of  any  who  are  killed  in  fo  doing, 
tool,  is  to  be  paid  by  the  commiffioners  of  excife. 

Remark .  Any  offender  or  offenders  before  his  Majefty’s  or¬ 
der  in  council  fhall  be  made  againft:  him  or  them  to  furrender 
within  forty  days,  difcovering  two  or  more  of  his,  her  or  their 
accomplices,  (though  thofe  accomplices  were  not  become  out¬ 
lawed,)  may  receive  50I.  and  be  clearly  acquitted  of  his,  her 
or  their  own  offences.  If  any  officer,  or  other  perfon,  fhall  be 
beaten,  or  wounded  in  endeavouring  to  leize  any  fmuggled 
goods,  or  if  the  goods  fo  feized  are  refcued,  he  is  to  have  full 
iatftfa&ion,  not  exceeding  acoL  for  the  goods,  and  4QJ.  for 

fuch 
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fuch  beating,  or  wounding,  which  money  is  to  be  raifed  by  a 
proportionable  rate  upon  the  inhabitants  of  the  hundred  in 
which  the  offence  was  committed  ;  and  if  any  be  killed,  they 
are  to  pay  in  like  manner  iool,  to  the  executors  and  adminiflra- 
tors  of  each  perfon  fo  killed. 

The  contents  of  which  Act  being  fo  fully  eflablifhed,  and  re- 
enadled,  renders  this  new  Aft  of  Parliament  the  molt  effectual  ' 
for  punifhing,  and  preventing  fmuggling,  that  was  ever  yet 
made  in  this  kingdom;  and  as  the  fines  and  forfeitures  are  to 
be  recovered  in  the  ufual  methods  of  the  excife  laws,  the  fine 
of  iol.  laid  upon  the  illegal  buyers  of  Tea,  Coffee,  Brandy, 
Geneva,  &c.  is  much  more  eafily  affixed  and  obtained,  than 
many  fuppole,  becaufe,  by  the  excife  laws,  juftices,  “  upon 
“  any  complaint,  or  information,  may  fiimmon  the  offender; 
and  upon  his  appearance,  or  contempt,  examine  the  fadl ; 
and  proof  being  made  thereof,  either  by  voluntary  confellion, 

66  or  the  oath  of  a  credible  witnefs,  give  judgment,  and  iflue  a 
44  warrant  for  levying  the  fine,”  (12th  Car.  II.  c.  23.  f,  31,) 
and  the  juftices  may  fumrnon  any  other  perfon,  than  the  party 
accufed,  to  give  evidence  ;  (no  one  in  a  family  therefore  knows 
who  may  be  fummoned) — refufing  to  appear,  or  on  appearance, 
refilling  to  give  evidence,  iol.  penalty;  (7th  and  Sth  Will.  III. 
c.  30.  f.  24.)  and  a  fummons  left  at  the  houfe,  workhoufe, 
fliop,  cellar,  &c.  or  at  the  ufual  place  of  the  perfon’s  refidence, 
diredted  to  him,  by  his  real  or  affumed  name,  is  deemed  a  legal 
one,  (3 2d  Geo.  II.  c.  17.  f.  1  and  2.)  Hence  no  great  difficulty 
attends  fixing  the  penalty  upon  illegal  buyers ;  the  prudent, 
therefore,  will  be  duly  cautious,  as  for  want  offufficient  diftrefs, 
offenders  may  be  imprifonecl  till  fatisfadlion  be  made,  (12th 
Car.  II.  c.  23.  fi.  31.)  And  any  feller  of  Spirituous  Liquors,  hav¬ 
ing  more  than  61b.  of  Tea,  Coffee,  or  Chocolate,  found  in  his 
cuflody,  is  deemed  a  dealer  therein,  by  Adi  of  1  ith  Geo.  I.  c. 
30.  f.  4.  confequently  forfeits  it,  and  200I.  And  any  perfon 
whatever  having  more  than  61b.  of  Tea,  &c.  in  his  cuftody, 
without  a  permit,  forfeits  all  fuch  Tea,  &c.  and  treble  the 
value. 

19th.  If  any  officer  of  the  cnfloms  or  excife  fhall  not  ufe  his  beffc 
endeavours  to  feize  any  tea,  fpirits,  lace  &c.  liable  to  forfeiture  by 
this  adt ;  or  to  flop,  arreft,  detain,  and  convey  before  a  juflice  any 
whom  fuch  officer  is  hereby  authorifed  fo  to  do  ;  upon  complaint 
thereof  made  to  any  juflice,  within  three  months  after  fuch  default, 
faid  juflice  is  to  examine  into  the  complaint  by  witneffes,  and  if  he 
finds  reafonable  grounds,  tranfmit  the  fame  to  the  commiffioners  of 
excife  ;  but  no  one  fhall  be  obliged  to  go  above  five  miles  to  be  exa¬ 
mined  upon  fuch  complaint? 


Remark. 
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Rerfrarkt—~ As  this  Aft  dire&s  that  fmugglers,  and  their  abettors, 
when  apprehended  and  adjudged  guilty,  {hall  be  lent  forfoldiers, 
or  failors,  and  that  the  officer  ffiall  be  bound  in  40I.  to  profecute, 
&c.  fome  have  therefore  concluded,  that  no  officer  will  hazard 
being  beaten,  &c.  in  endeavouring  to  apprehend  them,  where 
there  is  no  profpeft  of  advantage  :  but  fuch  would  do  w7ell  to 
confider,  that  this  Aft  of  Parliament  doth  not  repeal,  but  con¬ 
firm  all  former  Adds  upon  this  head,  and  confequently  that  it 
adds  to,  but  doth  not  diminifh,  the  power  and  perquifltes  the 
officer  before  had  :  if  indeed  a  fmuggler  ffiould  be  fo  circum- 
ftanced  as  to  be  liable  to  be  fent,  and  ffiould  be  aftually  lent  to 
prifon,  or  for  a  loldier,  or  failor,  under  this  Aft,  he  cannot 
futfer  the  former  penalty  of  forfeiting  treble  the  value,  becaufe 
his  lying  in  prifon,  or  ferving  as  a  foldier,  or  failor,  is  exprefsly 
laid  to  be  in  lieu  of  all  former  punifhments  and  penalties  ;  but 
though  he  cannot  fuffer  two  puniffiments  under  two  Afts  of  Par¬ 
liament,  for  one  offence,  "yet  he  may  certainly  be  tried  and 
punifhed  under  either  of  the  Afts,  when  they  are  both  equally 

in  force  ; - -hence  therefore  the  officer  hath  the  fame  motives 

to  aftion  he  ever  had,  and  the  fame  inducement  and  encourage¬ 
ment  to  apprehend  the  fmuggler,  who,  if  he  proves  a  poor 
fellow,  goes  to  prifon,  or  for  a  foldier,  or  failor,  under  this 
Aft,  and  even  as  the  Jaw  before  flood  he  0111(1  have  been  fent 
to  prifon  ;  therefore,  in  both  cafes,  as  nothing  is  to  be  had, 
the  officer  muff  lole  his  right;  but  if  the  apprehended  fmug¬ 
gler  proves  worth  money,  or  his  relations  are  known  to  be 
fo,  doubtlefs  the  officer  will  profecute  upon  the  former  aft,  fo 
that  he  cannot  be  a  lofer  by  this:  And  by  the  above-recited 
aft  of  the  ic/rii  of  Geo.  Ji.  (c.  30.  f.  6.)  a  lum  not  exceeding 
40I.  is  allowed  to  the  officer,  for  being  beaten,  wounded,  or 
maimed,  anti  iool.  to  his  executors  if  killed,  andafumnot 
exceeeding  2001.  is  to  be  paid  to  an  officer  from  whom  fmug- 
ffied  goods  are  .refcued  after  feizure ;  which  fums  are  to  be 
raifecl  and  paid  by  the  hundred  in  which  the  offences  are  com¬ 
mitted;  and,  it  leems,  the  honeft  traders  who  have  affociated 
and  fubfcribed  large  fums  of  money  to  carry  this  Aft  of  Parlia¬ 
ment  into  execution,  are  determined,  at  the  fame  time  that  they 
mean  to  punifh  officers  for  any  wilful  negleff  of  their  duty,  to 
encourage  and  protect  them  in  the  legal  difcharge  of  it. 

It  is  particularly  to  be  remarked,  that  by  the  10th  of  Geo,  L 
c.  10.  f.  35,  and  by  the  nth  of  the  fame  King,  c.  30.  f.  12. 
Any  cealer  in  tea,  coffee,  &c.  who  defignedly  makes  a  falfe  entry 
in  his  or  her  excife-book,  forfeits  iool. — And  as  the  book,  wdien 
filled  up,  muff  be  delivered  upon  oath.  &c.  under  the  like 
penalty,  and  as  the  dealer  may  be  examined  upon  oath  touching 
the  entries  in  the  book,  even  before  it  be  filled  up,  it  is  highly 

incum* 
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incumbent  upon  all  dealers  to  be  duly  careful,  as  ftriCler  in* 
quiries  will  now  be  made  refpeCting  any  fufpedted  perfon  or  per- 
*  Ions  than  heretofore. 


j Re fp effing  Foreign  Thread  Lace . 

* 

2 2d.  All  foreign  thread  lace,  imported  after  the  firff  day  of  Aug, 
I779,  is  to  be  marked,  or  fealed  at  each  end,  before  it  is  delivered 
to  the  importer  by  the  proper  officer  of  the  culloms  appointed  for 
that  purpofe. 

23  d.  All  dealers  poffeffed  of  fuch  lace,  may,  before  the  fir  ft  of 
February,  1780,  have  it  fealed  gratis,  upon  oath  being  made  that 
the  duty  is  paid  to  the  bed  of  their  knowledge,  &c. 

24th.  All  perfons  intending  to  export  fuch  lace  {hall  give  notice  to 
the  proper  officer,  who  is  to  take  off  the  feal,  or  no  drawback  is  to 
be  allowed. 

25th.  All  foreign  thread  lace  found  in  any  {hop,  &c.  or  other 
place  whatfoever,  upon  land,  after  the  firft  day  of  February,  1780^ 
not  being-  fealed  at  both  ends  if  whole,  or  at  one  end  if  a  remnant, 
is  forfeited. 

26th.  If  any  perfon  counterfeits  fuch  mark  or  feal,  or  (hall  have 
in  his  poffieffion  lace  with  a  counterfeit  feal,  knowing  the  fame  to  be 
fo,  fuch  perfon,  and  all  aiders,  abettors,  &c.  fhall  forfeit  iool.  and 
hand  in  the  pillory  two  hours,  for  every  offence. 

by  the  8th  of  George  I.  c.  18,  f.  10,  if  any  perfon  fhall 
knowingly  receive  or  buy  any  run  goods,  he  fhall,  on  conviction  by 
confeffion  or  oath  of  one  witnefs,  before  one  juftice  forfeit  20I.  half 
to  the  informer  and  half  to  the  poor,  to  be  levied  by  diifrefs,  and  for 
want  of  diltrefs  the  offender  is  to  be  committed  to  prifon  for  three 
months. 

And  by  the  1  ith  of  George  I.  c.  30,  f.  16,  if  any  perfon  fhall  know¬ 
ingly  harbour,  keep  or  conceal  any  prohibited  or  run  goods,  he  fhall 
(whether  he  claims  any  property  in  them  or  not)  forfeit  the  fame 
and  treble  the  value  thereof,  half  to  the  king,  and  half  to  the  infor¬ 
mer  :  and  by  fection  18  and  19  of  the  fame  aci,  if  any  perfon  offers  to 
late  any  prohibited  goods,  or  goods  which  have  been,  or  are  pretended 
to  have  been  run,  the  fame,  together  with  the  package,  fhall  be  for¬ 
feited  and  feized  by  the  party  to  whom  they  are  offered  to  fale,  or 
by  any  officer  of  excife  or  cuftoms  ;  and  the  perfon  offering  them  to 
i'ale  fhall  alfo  forfeit  treble  the  value  thereof ;  and  by  the  next  fe&ion 
of  the  fame  aCi,  the  faid  goods  if  fold  may  be  feized  from  the  buyer, 
either  by  the  feller,  or  any  fuch  officer^  and  the  buyer  fhall  forfeit 
treble  the  value  thereof.  /lei 
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Al ft  hi  cl  of  the  Alls  relating  to  Silks  and  Calicoes* 

That,  by  Stat.  11  and  12  William  III.  for  the  more  effectual  em*5 
ploying  the  poor,  by  encouraging  the  manufacturers  of  this  kingdom  j 
after  the  29th  of  September  1701,  no  wrought  filks,  &c.  of  the 
manufacture  of  Perfia,  China,  or  Eaft  India*  or  callicoes  painted, 
dyed,  printed,  or  itained  there,  fhall  be  worn  or  otherwife  ufed  in 
England,  Wales,  or  the  Town  of  Berwick  upon  Twreed,  unlefs  made 
up  and  ufed  in  apparel  or  furniture,  before  the  29th  of  September 
1701. — Which,  by  Stat.  10th  Geo.  J.  is  extended  to  furniture  made 
up  before  the  25th  of  December  1722. 

And  all  fuch  goods,  whether  mixed*  fewed,  or  made  up  for  fale 
with  any  other  goods,  or  materials,  which  fhall  be  found  in  any 
houfe,  fhop,  warehoufe,  or  other  place  whatfoever  (other  than  fuch 
warehoufes  as  fhall  be  approved  bv  the  Commiffiofters  of  his  Majefty’s 
Cuftoms)  fhall  be  forfeited,  and  liable  to  befearched  for  and  feized* 

And  over  and  above  the  lofs  of  the  goods,  the  perfon  or  perfons, 
in  whofe  cuftody,  knowing  thereof,  the  fame  fhall  be  found,  of 
feizecl ;  or  that  fhall  fell,  or  difpofe  thereof,  to  any  perfon  whatfo¬ 
ever,  other  than  for  exportation  (and  the  fame  be  exported  accord¬ 
ingly)  fhall  forfeit  2001.  one  third  of  the  laid  penalties,  and  of  what 
fhall  arife  by  the  fale  of  the  goods,  which  after  condemnation,  to  be 
fold  for  exportation,  to  be  to  the  ufe  of  the  King’s  Majefty  j  the 
other  two  thirds  to-iuch  perfon  or  perfons  who  fhall  feize  and  profe^- 
cute  for  the  fame. 

And  if  any  perfon  fhall  import  any  of  the  faid  goods  into  any  port, 
other  than  the  port  of  London,  or  into  the  port  of  London,  and  not 
make  due  entries  therof,  fhall,  bed des  the  forfeiture  of  the  faid  goods 
forfeit  the  fum  of  500I. 

And  that  by  Stat.  7.  Geo.  I.  to  preferve  and  encourage  the 
woollen  and  filk  manufactures  of  this  kindom,  and  for  more  effeCtu- 
ally  employing  the  poor,  by  prohibiting  thb  ufe  and  wear  of  all 
printed,  painted,  flained,  or  dyed  callicocs,  in  apparel,  houfehold 
fluffs,  furniture,  or  othewife. 

After  December  25,  1722,  none  fhall  ufe  or  wrear  in  Great  Bri¬ 
tain,  in  any  garment  or  apparel  whatever,  printed,  painted,  flained, 
or  dyed  callico,  under  the  penalty  of  5I.  to  the  informer,  for  every 
offence  ;  fuch  information  to  be  made  within  fix  days,  before  a 
Juftice  of  the  peace. 

That  after  the  14th  of  June,  1766,  no  foreign  wrought  filks  of 
velvets  fhall  be  imported  or  brought  into  Great  Britain,  or  the  illands 
cf  Terfey,  Guernfey,  Alderney,  Sark,  or  Man,  upon  pain  of  being 
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feized  or  forfeited  ;  and  the  further  penalty  of  iooh  for  each  piece 
Or  remnant  fo  imported,  to  be  paid  by  the  importers,  with  cofts  ©f 
fuit. 

That  no  mercer,  haberdafher,  upholder*  mantua-maker,  milliner, 
taylor,  or  other  perfon  or  perfons  whatloever,  fhall  vend,  utter,  fell, 
or  expofe  to  fale,  or  exchange,  barter,  truck,  or  otherwife  difpofe 
of  any  foreign  wrought  lilk  or  velvet,  which  (hall  not  have  been 
imported  before  the  14th  of  June  1766;  or  few  work,  or  make  up 
the  fame,  for,  in,  or  upon  any  garment,  wearing  apparel,  or  furniture, 
upon  pain  that  all  inch  foreign  wrought  filk  or  velvet  garment,  ap¬ 
parel  or  furniture,  or  other  work  made  therof,  fo  fold  orexpofed  to 
fale,  exchanged,  bartered,  trucked  or  difpofed  of,  or  fewed,  work¬ 
ed,  or  made  up,  for,  in,  or  upon  any  garment,  apparel  or  furniture, 
or  other  work  ;  and  the  garment,  apparel,  furniture,  Or  other  ma¬ 
terials,  in,  W'ith,  or  upon  which  the  fame  fhall  be  fo  fewed,  wrought 
or  made  up,  lhall  be  feized  and  forfeited  ;  and  all  perfons  who  fhall 
vend,  utter,  fell,  or  expofe  to  fale,  exchange,  barter,  truck,  or 
dilpofe  of,  or  knowingly  few,  work,  or  make  up,  or  caufe  or  pro¬ 
cure  -to  be  fewed,  wrought  or  made  up,  for,  in,  or  upon  any  gar¬ 
ment,  apparel,  or  furniture,  or  other  work,  any  fuch  foreign 
wrought  filk  or  velvet  not  imported  before  the  14th  of  June  1766, 
fhall,  for  every  fuch  offence,  forfeit  100I.  with  cofb  of  fuit. 

That  all  foreign  wrought  filk  or  velvet,  or  other  work  made  there¬ 
of,  wrhich  after  the  14th  of  June  1766,  fhall  be  imported  into  this 
kingdom,  or  into  Jerfey,  Guernfey,  Alderney,  bark,  or  Man, 
whether  the  fame  fhall  be  mixed  with,  fewed  on,  or  made  up  with 
any  other  goods  or  materials,  or  otherwife  ;  and  the  apparel,  gar¬ 
ment,  or  furniture,  or  other  materials,  in,  with,  or  upon  which 
the  fame  fhall  be  mixed,  fewed  or  made  up,  may  be  feized,  and  after 
condemnation  fhall  be  forfeited;  and  the  mercer,  haberdafher,  up¬ 
holder,  mantua-maker,  milliner,  taylor,  or  other  dealer  in,  vender 
or  maker  up  of  any  of  the  faid  manufactures,  in  whofe  houfe, 
warehoufe,  cuflody  or  poffefhon  the  fame  fhall  be  found  and  feized, 
fhall,  for  every  piece  or  remnant  of  fuch  foreign  wrought  filk  or 
velvet,  or  other  work  made  thereof,  which  fhall  be  fo  feized  and 
found  as  aforefaid,  forfeit  look  whth  cofts  of  fuit. 

One  moiety  of  all  penalties  and  forfeitures  to  be  to  the  King’s 
Majefly,  and  the  other  moiety  to  the  perfon  or  perfons  Who  fliall 
i tie  for  the  fame. 

The  proof  where  the  goods  were  manufactured  to  lie  upon  the 
owner  or  claimer,  or  the  perfon  fued  or  profecuted,  and  not  upon 
the  plaintiff  or  profecutor* 
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Aft  again Jl  the  Adulterating  of  T  E  A, 

The  firft  aft  of  parliament  made  againft  this  iniquitous  practice, 
commenced  the  24th  of  June,  1725,  by  which,  “Any  dealer  who 
“  {hould  counterfeit,  or  adulterate,  or  alter,  or  fabricate,  or  manu- 
44  faff ure  tea  with  terra  japonica,  (perhaps  the  only  ingredient 
44  then  difcovered)  or  with  any  drug,  or  drugs  whatsoever,  or  mix 
44  with  tea  any  leaves,  or  other  ingredients  v\  hatfoever,  Should  for- 
44  feit  iool.  and  all  tea  fo  altered,  fabricated,  and  manufactured. 
—  nth  Geo.  I.  c.  30.  f.  5.  The  Second  aCt  took  place  the  24th  day 
of  September,  1731,  which  mentions,  and  prohibits,  amongft  the 
ingredients  then  difcovered,  and  ufed  in  this  manufactory,  Sugar, 
molaffes,  clay  and  logwood,  as  well  as  terra  japonica  ;  and  for  every 
pound  weight  of  tea  fo  altered  and  adulterated  by  any  dealer*  or 
found  in  the  cultody  of  any  dealer,  Such  dealer  fhnll  forfeit  and  lofe 
iol. — 4th  Geo.  II.  c.  4.  f.  11.  The  laft  aCt  commenced  on  the  24th 
day  of  June,  1777,  this  ad  refers  to,  and  is  grafted  upon,  the  for¬ 
mer,  as  appears  by  the  following  paragraph  : 

44  Whereas  great  quantities  of  floe  leaves,  and  the  leaves  of  afli, 
i(  elder,  and  other  trees,  fhrubs,  and  plants,  are  dyed,  fabricated, 
64  and  manufactured  in  imitation  of  tea,  by  divers  perfons,  who  fell 
44  the  fame  to  perfons  being  dealers  in  tea,  Smugglers,  and  others, 
s<  by  whom  the  faid  manufactured  leaves  are  mixed  with  tea,  and 
44  fold  and  vended  as  true  and  real  tea ;  but  by  reafon  that  the  per- 
44  tons  fo  dying,  fabricating,  and  manufacturing  the  faid  leaves, 
44  are  not  dealers~4n,  or  fellers  of,  tea,  they  are  not  punishable  for 
“  the  faid  offences  by  the  laws  now  in  being,  whereby  fuch  evil 
44  practices  are  increafed  to  a  very  great  degree,  to  the  prejudice  of 
44  the  health  of  his  Majefty’s  fubjeCts,  &c. — For  remedy  whereof,  be 
4 4  it  enaCted,  &c.  that  whether  he,  {he,  or  they,  be  a  dealer,  or 
44  dealers  in,  ora  feller,  or  fellers  of  tea,  or  not,  that  {hall  die,  fa- 
4£  bricate,  or  manufacture,  any  floe  leaves,  liquorifli  leaves,  or  the 
44  leaves  of  tea  that  have  been  ufed,  or  the  leaves  of  any  afli,  elder, 
44  or  other  tree,  flirub,  or  plant,  in  imitation  of  tea,  or  fliall  mix, 
44  colour,  {tain,  or  die,  any  fuch  leaves  with  terra  japonica,  copperas, 
44  (the  laft  of  which  feems  a  new  difcovered  ingredient)  fugar,  mo- 
44  lafles,  clay,  logwood,  or  with  any  other  ingredients,  or  materials 
44  whatfoever,  or  fh all  fell,  or  vend,  utter  or  offer,  or  expofe  to  fale, 
44  or  fliall  have  in  his,  her,  or  their  cuftody,  or  poffeflion,  any  fuch 
44  died,  fabricated,  or  manufactured  leaves  in  imitation  of  tea;  — 
44  he,  Ihe,  or  they  {hall  forfeit  and  pay  5I.  for  every  pound  weight  of 
44  fuch  leaves,  and  upon  non-payment  be  committed  to  prifon  — - 
(if  mixed  with  tea,  it  will,  by  the  above  aCt,  be  10,  per  pound 
weight,  penalty. 
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2d.  Any  officer  making  oath  before  a  Juftice,  that  he  fufpefls 
fuch  leaves  as  aforefaid  are  concealed,  faid  Juftice  may  grant  a  war¬ 
rant  for  entering  any  houfe,  or  place,  in  fearch  of  the  fame; — any 
one  obftrudling  the  officer  therein  fliall  forfeit  50I.  which,  with  the 
other  forfeitures  in  this  a£t,  is  one  half  to  the  informer,  and  the 
other  to  the  poor  of  the  pariffi  where  the  offence  is  committed. 

3d.  Every  perlon  in  whofe  cuftody  more  than  fix  pounds  of  dried 
leaves,  green  leaves,  or  leaves  manufactured,  or  manufacturing, 
fliall  be  found,  muff,  in  twenty-four  hours  after  the  feizure,  give  an 
account,  to  the  fatisfaclion  of  the  Juftice,  for  what  purpofe  faid  leaves 
were  gathered,  &c.  otherwife  he  or  {he  forfeits  3I.  for  every  pound 
weight  of  fuch  leaves,  wiih  the  waggons,  carts,  boxes,  bags,  tubs, 
or  other  package. 

4th.  The  occupiers  of  houfes,  outhoufes,  gardens,  grounds,  &c. 
where  fuch  leaves  are  found,  {hall  pay  the  penalty,  if  proved  to  the 
fatistaCtion  of  the  Juftice,  that  they  were  fo  lodged  with  the  confent 
pf  the  occupiers.  . 

Ignorance,  or  Intereft,  hath  induced  many  to  treat  the  fubjeCt  of 
adulterating  tea,  with  apparent  diffielief,  or  contempt;  and  as 
if  ahnoff  chimerical. — That  tea  is  genuine  when  delivered  by 
the  Eaft-India  Company,  is  doubtlefs  true,  but  that  it  is  very 
eafy  to  be,  and  very  often  is  adulterated  afterwards,  is  a lfo  as 
true,  and  well  known  to  many  ;  the  wicked  art  of  altering  tea, 
that  is,  changing  bohea  into  green  tea,  by  fome  chemical  pre¬ 
paration,  feems  to  have  been  difeovered,  and  practifed  before 
the  year  1 725,  altering  tea  being  made  penal  by  the  Act  of 
Parliament  made  in  that  year  :  And  that  the  leaves  of  tea  that 
have  been  ufed  have  many  years  been  collected,  bought  up, 
dried  and  fold,  is  fufficiently  known  to  many  ;  a  cheft  full  of 
fuch  dried  leaves  was,  at  the  deceafe  of  the  Widow  Burket,  at 
Beccles  in  Suffolk,  (who  had  formerly  been  a  tea.feller)  found 
in  her  houfe,  which  {he  had,  from  time  to  time,  begged  at,  and 
procured  from,  the  King’s  Head  Tavern  in  that  town,  where, 
it  feems,  they  now  give  away  their  leaves  in  like  manner,  but 
make  the  poor  bring  the  former  leaves  back  (which  they  then 
dettroy)  when  they  come  for  more  ;• — a  practice  worthy  imitation, 
burning,  or  otherwife  deftroying  them,  being  highly  necelfary. 
Not  being  able  to  collect  a  fufficient  quantity  of  tea  leaves,  fo 
to  dry,  die,  &c.  no  doubt  gradually  introduced  the  ffoe,  afh, 
liquorice,  elder,  &c.  the  latter  of  which,  I  ftiould  have  fuppofed 
no  chemical  preparation  could  have  rendered  fit  for  fuch  a  pur¬ 
pofe. — Money,  intereft,  and  every  effort,  no  doubt,  have  been 
ever  made  ufe  of  to  cover,  and  conceal,  thofe  who  have  been 
detected  in  the  wicked  practice  of  adulterating  tea;  which, 
however,  in  fome  inftances,  have  lately  proved  ineffectual, 
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where  the  names  of  the  delinquents,  places  of  abode,  and  other 
particulars,  have  been  proclaimed  in  the  public  news-papers. 

It  feems  highly  necedary  that  luch  indances  fhould  be  made  pub¬ 
lic,  that  the  confcientious,  and  the  careful,  may  be  upon  their 
guard,  not  only  to  detect,  and  punifh  fuch  delinquents,  but  to 
preferve  themfelves,  as  no  one  can  tell  what  pernicious  effects 
(though  fecret  and  flow)  the  continual  drinking  of  a  hot  infu- 
iion  of  different  leaves,  manufactured  with  terra  japonica,  log¬ 
wood,  copperas,  and  various  ingredients,  may  have  upon  the 
flrongeft  conflitution.  Honed:  tea  dealers  defire  this  iniqui- 
tuous  practice  fhonld  be  detected  and  expofed,  as  appears  by 
the  following  paragraph  of  a  printed  circular  letter,  dated  Dec. 
24,  1778,  figned  by  William  Carter,  headfman  of  a  company 
of  grocers  in  Norwich,  and  Simon  Wilkin,  Secretary,  who  (it 
feems)  are  two  of  the  moft  refpectable  grocers  and  tea  fellers  in 
that  city. 

As  a  proof  how  eafily  this  pernicious  deception  is  performed 
44  we  were  this  day  fhewn  a  fmall  quantity  of  green  tea  defign- 
44  edly  adulterated,  as  a  fpecimen  of  the  roguery  ;  and  not- 
44  withftanding  the  perfon  who,  did  it  would  make  affidavit  that 
44  one  fourth  part  of  the  fpecimen  was  lloe  leaves,  and  the 
44  leaves  of  tea  that  had  been  ufed,  baing  well  dried  and  pro- 
44  perly  chopped:  four  of  the  mod:  capital  tea  dealers,  in  this 
4‘  city,  then  prefent,  were  unanimoufly  of  opinion,  that  it 
44  might  eafily  have  palled  them  for  real  tea,  though  it  had  not 
44  the  advantages  of  a  manufactory  with  any  of  the  above  in- 
44  gredients ;  and  they  were  fully  of  opinion,  that  if  it  had  re- 
44  ceived  thofe “Advantages  (and  doubtlefs  they  are  advantages 
othervvife  they  would  not  be  ufed)  it  would  be  impoffible  for 
44  the  bed  judges  to  difcover  the  deception,  without  the  niced: 
44  invefligation  of  its  leaves,  its  fmell,  liquor,  flavour,  &c.  con  * 
44  fequently  fuch  adulterated  tea  would  pafs  with  thoufands, 
44  and  might  eadly  be  fold  by  fmugglers,  and  others,  as  cheap 
44  tea,  being  fo  reduced  in  its  value  25  per  cent.’* 
prom  all  which  it  is  evident,  that  the  quality  more  than  the  price 
of  tea,  ought  now  particularly  to  be  regarded,  and  that  every 
feller  of  tea,  either  in  the  city  or  country,  whofe  confumption 
is  not  fufficient  to  admit  his  having  it  from  the  Eafl-India  Com¬ 
pany,  (whereby  it  may  be  fully  afcertained  to  he  genuine) 
fhould  now  become  careful  both  of  what,  and  of  whom  he  buys, 
and  not  to  give  orders  for  it  to,  or  buy  it  of  thofe  who  may  offer 
it  cheap,  but  to  buy  it  only  of  refpeftable  dealers,  fuch  as  are 
of  real  reputation,  left  having  bought  cheap  tea,  it  proves  adul- 
terated?  to  the  hazard  of  his  owq  reputation,  the  health  of  his 
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cuftomers,  the  lofs  of  his  trade,  and  his  forfeiting  iol.  for  every 
pound  weight  of  fuch  tea  which,  by  the  excife  officer,  or  by  any 
other  means,  may  be  difcovered  in  his  cuftody. 


COMMUNICATING  the  contents  of  thefe  a£ts  will,  it  is  hoped, 
prove  ferviceable,  particularly  in  detecting  and  preventing  the  danger¬ 
ous  practice  of  adulterating  tea,  and  the  very  detrimental  cuftom  of 
fmuggiing,  which  is  fo  highly  injurious,  not  only  to  the  fair  trader, 
and  the  revenue,  but  to  the  community  at  large,  that  decency,  order 
and  civil  government  unitedly  cry  aloud  for  redrefs.  The  a 61  now 
made  feems  well  calculated  for  its  intended  purpofe,  as  it  doth  not 
repeal  any  former  a6ts,  but  makes  very  confiderable  additions  to 
them,  particularly  by  fubjecting  a  fhip,  even  of  two  hundred  tons 
burthen,  to  forfeiture; — laying  a  fine  of  300I.  upon  the  captain  or 
commander  of  any  veffiel,  having  fpirits  or  tea  on  board  illegally ; 
— - iool.  additional  penalty  upon  all  dealers  in  thole  articles  who  buy 
them  otherwife  than  thereby  prefcribed  ; — and  iol.  for  every  offence 
in  every  other  perfon  who  buys  (however  fmall  the  quantity)  or 
procures  or  employs  any  other  to  buy  for  his  or  her  ufe,  tea^ 
coffee ,  cocoa-nuts ,  rum ,  brandy ,  geneva ,  or  any  foreign  fpiri - 
tuous  Liquors ,  in  any  way,  or  of  any  other  perfons  than  of  thofe 
whofe  houfes  are  diltinguilhed  for  the  fale  of  thofe  articles,  which 
feems  a  principal  point  in  the  a6t,  it  being  proverbially  true,  that 
were  there  no  receivers  there  would  be  no  thieves ;  and  it  is  equally 
true,  that  if  there  were  no  buyers  of  fmuggled  goods,  fmuggiing  muff 
ceafe  :  this  a6t  therefore  properly  lays  the  penalty  upon  the  receiver, 
that  is,  the  buyer  of  fmuggled  goods,  and  fubjects  the  buyer  to  the  in¬ 
formation  even  of  the  feller,  which,  as  before  obferved,  muff  render 
fmuggiing  exceedingly  hazardous ;  as  by  the  act  of  1  ith  of  Geo.  I.  (c. 
30,  f.  20.)  the  buyer  of  run  goods  may  inform  againff  the  feller,  who  for¬ 
feits  treble  the  value;  fo  that  now  the  buyer  and  feller  muff  be  conti¬ 
nually  at  the  mercy  of,  and  in  danger  from,  and  confequently  afraid 
of  each  other. 

Therefore  the  illicit  traffick  in  the  above  articles,  which  hath  been  fo 
largely  carried  on  by  carriers,  riding  cumbers  in  their  wool  and  yarn 
bags ;  coachmen,  footmen,  and  females,  by  means  of  balkets,  , 
bundles,  bags,  &c.  mull,  in  a  great  meafure,  if  not  altogether, 
ceafe  ;  as  the  prudent  will  not  buy  of  fuch  perfons,  or  employ  them 
to  buy  or  procure  for  their  ufe,  Tea,  Coffee,  &c.  knowing  they  would 
thereby  expofe  themfelves  to  difficulty,  danger,  expence  and  difgrace 
from  a  difcovery,  which  might  be  effefted  even  by  their  own  fervants, 
or  neighbours,  as  well  as  by  the  fmugglers  or  their  abettors  ;  feeing 
that  by  the  act  of  the  yth  and  8th  of  William  111.  c.  30,  f.  24.  any 
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perfons,  other  than  th'ofe  informed  again  ft  and  accufed,  fhay  bo 
Summoned  to  give  evidence,  who,  if  they  neglect  to  appear,  or  on 
appearance  refufe  to  give  evidence,  forfeit  iol.  on  which  account 
feme  perfons  are  now  under  profecution  ;  and  it  feems,  alTociations 
are  formed,  and  large  fubferiptions  raifed  to  carry  the  ads  againft 
fmuggling  into  execution,  without  refped  of  perfons,  which  muft  be 
greatly  approved  by  the  honeft  and  much  injured  trader,  as  the  utility 
thereof  will  appear  to  all  who  conhder,  that  though  government 
make  laws,  the  execution  of  them  muff  lay  in  the  people,  and  that 
without  an  exertion  in  the  latter,  the  intention  of  the  former  muft 
be  altogether  ineffectual. 


THE  officers  and  paffengers  of  Eaft  India  fliips,  are  defired  to 
take  notice,  that  all  goods  whatfoever,  fliould  be  entered  in  the 
boatfwain’s  book,  with  marks  of  each  package,  and  the  name  of  the 
proprietor,  at  the  time  taken  on  board;  alfo  regiltered  with  the  pre» 
tident  and  council,  or  fupra  cargoes,  at  the  fadory  where  faid  goods 
were  taken  on  board  ;  or  if  taken  on  board  at  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  Batavia,  or  any  place  where  the  Englifh  have  not  a  fadory,  fuch 
goods  fliould  be  regiftered  at  the  firff  Englifh  fadory  they  arrive  at ; 
otherwife,  the  goods  are  forfeited  ;  and  for  fuch  goods  as  are  re¬ 
giftered  and  not  brought  to  the  Company’s  warehoufe,  the  propri¬ 
etor  will  be  mulcted,  unlefs  it  clearly  appears  that  fuch  things  were 
confumed  on  the  voyage. 

They  are  likewife  cautioned  againft  bringing  unregiftered  diamonds, 
precious  ftoneTj  gold  and  ftlver. — A  king’s  officer  in  the  year  1765, 
received  of  the  Eaft  India  Company,  a  prefent  of  500I.  beftdes  all 
charges,  for  feizing  19  bulces  of  diamonds  at  Portfmouth,  which 
were  fmuggled  from  the  Medway  Man  of  War. 


The  Articles  entered  into,  by  the  AJJociation  for  carrying  into  Exe¬ 
cution  the  late  Aft  of  Parliament  againft  Smuggling,  in  the  City  of 
Norwich  and  County  of  Norfolk ,  may  be  a  very  good  Specimen 
for  all  other  great  Cities ,  Counties ,  and  Corporations  in  England, 
to  imitate  and  improve  upon,  in  their  AlTociations,  to  prevent 
Trouble  to  the  Magiftrates,  and  Penalties  upon  the  ignorant  and 
unwary ;  and  are  as  follows : 

THAT  every  fubferiber  of  5I.  or  more,  be  a  diredor  of  the 
afibciation. 

That  the  diredors  hold  a  quarterly  board,  or  general  meeting,  on 
the  iirft  Monday  in  March,  June,  September  and  December,  yearly, 
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&nd  011  any  other  day  if  requefted  by  the  committee,  by  advertife- 
ment  in  tlie  public  papers. 

That  no  part  or  dividend  of  the  fubfeription  may  be  raifed  but  by 
the  direction  of  a  board  or  general  meeting,  confining  of  at  leail 
ten  directors. 

That  a  committee  be  appointed  of  the  chairman,  fecretary,  and 
deputy  fecretary,  and  of  ten  other  of  the  fubferibers  of  20I.  or  up¬ 
wards,  each,  vvhofe  names  firft  occur  in  alphabetical  order;  and 
that  at  the  enfuing  quarterly  board,  the  firft  five  of  the  ten  to  go  off, 
and  the  next  five  of  the  like  fubferibers  in  alphabetic  order,  become 
committee  members  in  their  itead  ;  and  that  at  every  fubfequent 
quarterly  board  or  general  meeting,  the  like  fucceffion  fhall  take 
place. — That  this  committee  meet  on  the  firft  Monday  in  every 
month,  and  on  any  other  day  upon  being  fummoned  by  either  the 
chairman  or  the  fecretary,  to  tranfaift  the  neceflary  bufinefs  which 
may  occur  between  the  boards  or  general  meetings  :  and  that  at 
the  committee  meetings  any  of  the  other  directors  befides  thofe  of 
the  committee,  may  be  prefent  and  advife,  but  not  vote,  on  any 
motion  or  queftion. 

That  at  every  Midfummer  board,  the  treafurer’s  accounts  be  au¬ 
dited,  and  the  thanks  of  the  affociation  voted,  and  a  gold  medal  of  ten 
guineas  value  prefented  to  the  excife  or  cuftom-houfe  officer  whom  the 
board  {hall  judge  to  have  exerted  himfelf  moft  in  the  legal  dif  charge 
of  his  duty;  and  the  like  thanks  and  a  medal  of  five  guineas  value 
prefented  to  that  excife-officer  whom  the  board  fhall  judge  to  Hand 
in  the  next  degree  of  merit;  and  that  fuch  other  rewards  as  the 
board  may  think  proper  be  given  toother  officers,  according  to  their 
deferts. 

That  at  the  boards  or  general  meetings  all  tne  directors  prefent 
bear  their  own  expences,  but  that  at  the  committee  meetings,  the 
members  thereof,  but  not  the  other  directors  who  may  be  prefent,  be 
allowed  is.  each  (and  no  more)  for  tea,  &c.  out  of  the  fubfeription 
money. 

That  all  bufinefs  tranfacted  at  the  boards  or  general  meetings  be 
entered  in  a  book,  an  the  bufinefs  of  the  committee  meetings 
entered  in  another  book,  and  that  the  latter  book  be  laid  before 
the  dire&ors,  at  the  boards  or  general  meetings. 

And  that  the  plan  of  the  affociation,  and  the  names  and  fums 
already  fubferibed  be  forthwith  publifbed,  whence  it  will  appear  that 
the  affociation  hath  met  with  great  encouragement  and  fupport,  al¬ 
though  at  prefent  in  its  infancy,  the  fubfeription  not  having  yet 
been  extended  to  the  county,  nor  to  the  many  perlbns  in  the  city, 
who,  doubtlefs,  will  readily  fubferibe  from  20I.  down  to  5I.  which 
latter  fubferiptions,  and  even  lefs  fump?  from  fome  other  perfons, 
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£nay  demonstrate  to  the  public  a  laudable  difpofition  to  join  in,  and 
promote  fo  well  meant  an  undertaking,  and  in  that  point  of  view, 
will  be  as  acceptable  as  the  greateft. 

Note,  All  fubfcriptions  under  $1.  are  to  be  immediately  paid,  but 
thole  of  that  fum  or  upwards,  are  payable  by  dividends,  under  the 
direction  of  the  boards  or  general  meetings,  the  firfi:  of  which  is  only 
1  J  per  cent*

prevent,  as  much  as  in  their  power,  perfons  from  offending  againll: 
thofe  laws  through  ignorance,  and  to  eflablifli  a  fund  for  pro¬ 
moting  the  more  vigorous  exertion  and  execution  thereof,  againll 
intentional  offenders ;  for  the  more  liberal  encouragement  of  in¬ 
formations  and  profetutions  againll  fuch  offenders,  and  for  the
